In  an  effort  to  isolate  the  common  bases  upon  which  leading  religious  teachers, 
who  were  instrumental  in  the  theological  evolution  of  their  respective  traditions,  rested, 
Rabbi  Steinberg,  in  his  sermon  on  April  5th,  will  discuss  the  “Bibles  of  the  World.” 
The  recently  published  book,  “The  Bible  of  the  World,”  in  which  the  fundamental 
texts  of  Brahmanism,  Buddhism,  Confucianism  are  compared  with  Judaism  and  Chris¬ 
tianity,  has  provoked  analysis  of  this  question  at  this  time.

Failure  of  Religion  Denied 


Father  George  Barry  Ford,  Rector  of 
Corpus  Christi  Church,  will  be  the  guest 
lecturer  of  the  major  series  on  the  theme  of 
“Comparative  Religion.”  This  evening, 
April  1st,  Father  Ford’s  topic  will  be  “The 
Modern  Catholic  Church.” 

The  distinguished  guest,  heralded  as  a 
forceful  and  learned  speaker,  is  rector  of  a 
large  and  important  parish  which  embraces 
Columbia  University.  He  has  been  an  out¬ 
standingly  active  participant  in  Good-will 
efforts  throughout  New  York  City  and 
other  sections  of  the  country.  As  one  of  the 
most  gifted  members  of  the  younger  Catho¬ 
lic  priesthood,  he  is  eminently  fitted  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  nature,  the  ideals  and  the  position 
of  the  Catholic  church  in  our  society. 

Hess  To  Lead  Discussion 

The  seminar  on  Rabbinic  Literature  will 
meet  at  7  o’clock;  the  courses  in  Jewish 
music,  Hebrew  and  current  events  at  8 
o’clock.  In  the  current  events  group  Mr. 
Nathaniel  Hess  will  lead  the  discussion  of 
most  recent  developments  in  national  and 
international  affairs  and  their  relationship 
to  Jewish  life.  At  the  last  session  the  group 
participated  in  a  stimulating  round  table  on 
the  Palestinian  land  problem.  Miss  Pearl 
Solomon  led  the  discussion. 


Last  Friday  evening,  Rabbi  Steinberg 
delivered  a  categorical  denial  of  Fortune’s 
recent  editorial,  “The  Light  That  Has 
Failed.”  While  conceding  that  its  exposition 
may  have  been  inadequate,  religion,  he  em¬ 
phasized,  has  had  more  important  effects 
on  modern  society.  Men  today  accept  as 
ideals  important  religious  concepts.  Belief 
in  the  inviolability  of  the  human  spirit  and 
social  cooperativeness  are  traced  from 
religion.

That  acceptance  of  these  religious  truths 
have  failed  to  assume  social  reality  is  a 
mark  against  the  organization  of  religion — 
not  religion  itself.  However,  after  making 
this  important  distinction,  Rabbi  Steinberg 
drew  a  major  constructive  implication  from 
the  Fortune  critique:  organized  religion 
must  preach  its  social  message  with  greater 
courage,  clarity,  and  perseverance.  At  the 
same  time,  the  laity  must  grant  freedom 
to  the  pulpit  and  become  receptive  to  its 
teachings. 

In  his  sermon  on  March  22nd,  Rabbi 
Steinberg  explained  why  anti-Semitism  in¬ 
jures  Gentiles  as  well  as  Jews.  Not  only 
may  it  brutalize  their  standard  of  social 
ethics  and  keep  them  from  benefiting  from 
possible  social  contributions  of  Jews,  but  it 
may  distract  them  from  their  own  basic 
problems.  Anti-Semitism  has  often  been  ex¬ 
ploited  as  means  for  diverting  the  masses 
from  their  own  social  applications.
